From Spark Gaps to Zoom 


From 1918 to 1920, the world suffered through an 
earlier pandemic. Called (correctly or incorrectly) the 
Spanish Flu, it infected 500 million people — about a 
third of the world's population at the time. In the 
United States, estimates of 1918 flu infections range 
from 20 to 40 million people. 675,000 died. 


So far (through May 8, there have been 4 million con- 
firmed infections and 277,000 deaths worldwide 


"from the Covid-19 virus with1.3 million confirmed 


cases and 78,000 deaths in the United States. 62,500 
of the cases are in California accounting for 2,585 


fatalities. What was tragic in 1918—1920 is tragic today. Unfortunately, in 2020 this tragedy strikes closer to 


home. 


Our health professionals have prescribed a number of actions we can take to mitigate the effects of this virus. 


Among them are: washing your hands thoroughly using soap and hot water; using hanmd sanitizer; keeping 


your hands away from your face; wearing a mask; avoiding groups and practicing “social distancing”.
